The students and faculty of Beres 
CSellege hare been asked to take an- 
othar referendum vote on the peace 
treaty situation on Jan. /IS, in com- 
mon with other universities and col- 
leges of the United Statc^ in tele- 
grams received here last week from r 
committee compoHcd uf the editor-in- 
chief of the Columbia Spectator, tho 
chairman of tho Daily Princctonian, 
the chairman of the Yale D^ly Ncwd 
and' ihe preaiiiettt of the Harvard 
CriinaoB. 

Votes by the faculty and the shi- 
dentM arc to be taken separately on 
the following; questions: 
. 1. Do you favor the ratification 
of the league and treaty without 
amendments or rosomitions propos- 
ed. 

2. Do you oppose the ratification 
of the league and treaty in any form 
pra^toeitiimT , ' 

8. Do you favor the ratifieation of 
the league stnd treaty, but only with 
the r.pccificationa and reservations as 
voted by the majority of the Senate 
proposition ? 

4. Do you favor any compromise 
on reseivations which will make it 
possible for the treaty and league to 
be immediately ratified? 

TMs moremenl, the telegramx 
Say, has the endorsement of Presi- 
dents Hadley, of Yale; Lowell, Har- 
vard; >Hibben, Princeton and Batlcr. 
Columbia Students arc askeil to hav 
debates on this question and to arouse 
as much interest as pos.<<ible in th'- 
vote. As soon as reports from all 
the colleges arc in publicity will b- 
given the results. It is strictly for ed- 
ucational purposes, the telegrams 
state, aad not to promote propagan- 
da of aay Und as regards the treaty. 

The hi|^ .lSBatem schools probably 
do not fiaeWn that at the request of 
Pi-e.si«lcnt Frcst the students of 
Bcrca, votwl on these que.'itions r 
few days ago, and gave almost unan- 
imous approval to lesoiutions advo- 
cating ratification of the peaoe treaty 
and League of Nations.

Cun-y, armed only wilh a pick, 
confronted the threatening negroes 
and, declared he would kill any who 
stai-ted a demonstration. The con- 
victs gave up the project and return- 
ed to work. This act prompted Gov- 
ernor Black to pardon Curry, Who had 
been a prison "trusty".

Mr. Wells, is an ex- 
pert tobacco grower and his weed 
always brings top prices, for he 
knows how to handle it and al- 
w;iys has it in good shaye. lie 
sold 4,020 pounds last week for ar- 
average of 80 cents ])ound over 
the Riciunoiul breaks. The farm 
he has bought in Indiana is well 
improved with nice home and 
other buildings^ he says.

Reports from all' parts of the 

county are to the effect that much 
corn is spoiling in the shock.

Well posted 
farmers are prje'dicting much 
higher prices for corn early in the 
new year as a result of conditions 
that confront much of the coun^ 
try. And they say what holds 
for Madison does for other coun- 
ties in the tobacco belt also where 
other crops have been more or 
less neglected to get tobacco 
ready for sale, to obtain advan- 
tage of the high prices that arc 
prevailing.

BEREANS CRITICIZE 
JAIL AND POOR FMM 



The Red Cross Qass visited the 
College visited the county poor 
farm and the county jail, the 
other day. Their observations 
are given in this week's Citizen, 
and are very similar to recom- 
mendations that grand juries 
have been making for some time. 
They said: 

The Red ross Class visjted the 
County Poor Farm aiid Counter 
Jail one day last week. Condi- 
tions at the Poor Farm were 
found not as satisfactory as 
might be desired. A number of 
the inmates are not receiving 
the care that they should. I'or 
instance, a boy has the tubercu- 
losis. During the present high 
cost of living it would seem those 
in charge should receive a larger 
allownnce from the county for 
feeding those in their care. Two 
liicccs of cornbread with water 
arc scarcely adequate fo*- the 
evening meal. 

It was reported that a very 
limited amount of food is pro- 
duced on the farm. It would 
seem advisable to relocate the 
farm on a better und more pro- 
ductive piece of land and thereby 
make it possible to produce more 
of the food used, and thus save 
the county some money. 

Some form of social and relig- 
ious life ought to be provided fur 
these unfortunate people and not 
leave them to idle away their last" 
years in soUtarX' revery and m»- 
notony. .- ' ' ' ' 

The conditions at the jail arc 
too unwholesome to attempt to 
describe. It ought to be a dis- 
grace to as wealthy a county as 
Madison county is, to tolerate 
such a dilapidated building.
